Ashbridge,  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  work;  during  the  year  under 
review  it  represents. 


'later  Supply. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Leicester  Corporation  and  is 
piped  direct  into  5,156  houses  to  serve  a  population  of  1 6,070. 

A  further  49  houses  having  1  60  occupants  receive  the  same  water 
from  standpipes.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  entirely  satis¬ 
factory  but  the  pressure  of  the  supply  varies  considerably  in 
different  districts  and  in  the  same  district  at  different  times. 

6  Houses  rely  upon  well  water  and  represent  a  population  of 
20.  One  sample  was  taken  during  the  year  and  found  unsatisfactory. 
One  well  was  closed  and  a  further  well  cleansed. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

With  the  exception  of  parts  of  East  Wigston  the  District 
appears  to  be  adequately  sewered.  Sewage  dispoal  is  at  the 
Council’s  Works  in  Count esthorpe  Road.  The  extension  of  this 
works  has  received  Ministry  approval  and  may  be  expected  to  commence 
in  the  near  future. 

There  are  in  the  area  no  earthcloset s,  privies  or  ashpits. 

13  cesspool^  are  cleaned  fortnightly  by  Council  employees  whilst  23 
pail  closets,  mostly  chemical,  are  similarly  dealt  with  at  weekly 
intervals. 


Public  Cleansing . 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  approximately 
weekly  intervals  whilst  trade  wastes  are  collected  from  the  60 
premises  producing  these. 

The  salvaging  of  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals  continued  as 
did  the  collection  of  waste  paper. 

Kitchen  waste  is  no  longer  collected  as  the  obligation  to  provide 
this  service  ceased  in  1954*

Disinfestation  was  satisfactorily  carried  out  in  every  case 
by  stripping  and  treating  with  gammexane  and  other  proprietary 
insecticides  applied  under  pressure.
